adopted by the Eneampjient in session 
on Wednesday. 


AN OVATION. 


General Palmer, of New York, chair- 


man of the committee on resolutions, 
after reading the report of the committee 
to the Encampment, referred to the fact 
that the first Post was organized at Deea- 
tur, 111., and that several of its charter 
members were present and had in their 
possession the first charter ever issued. 
He also stated that Comrades M. F. 
Kim an nnd George R. Hteelo, the first 
Post Commander nnd the first Post Adju- 
tant, were among the members present, 
and requested them to take senta upon 
the platform. Calls were made for them 
and while they made their way to the 
platform they were greeted with much 
applause. After the platform had been 
reached, some delegates on the floor pro- 
posed three cheers for the two comrades, 
which were given with a hearty good 
will. After which Commander-in-Chief 
Alger, on behalf of the Encampment, 
shook them by the hand and Rave them 
seats by his side. The entire committee 
had seats on the tloor of the Encampment 
and received overy consideration that 
could be hoped for. 


The committee were untiring in their 


efforts to accomplish the mission that 
took them to Boston, and feel that the 
object has been accomplished. 


Decatur papen containing articles on 


onr city were freely distributed, nnd on 
Wednesday morning when the Encamp- 
ment delegates began to assemble the G- 
A. 11, pamphlets were generously distrib- 
uted. Decatnr has never before been so 
thoroughly and effectively 
advertised. 


Several members of the committee were 
informed that if they should fail in get- 
ting what they wanted they certainly 
nad made a big stir and had informed 
Boston and tha Encampment that there 
was a city named Decatur in Illinois and 
that it was the birthplace of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 


The ten gentlemen from Decatur, who 


composed the Memorial Hall Committee, 
in uniform, were in the parade and cov- 
ered the entire line of march. The silk 
banner which they carried, on which was 
inscribed "First Post, G. A. R, Deeatur, 
111.; organized April 6, '66," attracted 
much attention, and many were the com- 
plimentary remarks made by the popu- 
lace as they recognized the full import of 
the fact. 


The committee had comfortable and 


commodious quarters at the Hotel Bsnns- 
wick iSnd received numerous visitors and 
distinguished callers, among them being

'jogan. Subsequently the com-

mittee retained the calls and paid their 
respeota to Mrs. Alger and Mrs. Logan, 
jcnior. 


Boston is a delightful city to visit, 


affording t'je visitor an opportunity to 
see many places of historic interest, etc. 


The citizens of Boston were lavish in 


their hospitality to the Grand Army, 
leaving nothing undone that would add 
in the least to their comfort or enjoy- 
ment. Eesidents would go out of their 
way nnd neglect business to extend cour- 
tesies. 


The Encampment was the largest ever 


assembled in the United States; 40,000 
men participated in the parade. The 
procession was fix hours and twenty 
minutes passing the reviewing stand on 
which s'ood President Harrison, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet—Tracy, Rusk nnd 
Noble. 


Gomaiander-in-tJhief B. A, Alger and 


Gen. Ben. P. Butler reviewed the parade 
from another stand. 


COMING TO DBCATUR. 


A resolution was adopted by the En- 


campment directing the incoming chief 
officers to take the necessary steps for the 
proper observance of the 
twenty-fifth 


anniversary c' the founding of the Grand 
Army, which is to be celebrated in Deca- 
tur, the birthplace of the order, April 6 
1891, on which occasion the annual meet- 
ings of the Illinois Department, and the 
Sons of Veterans will be held in Decatur. 
Commander-in-Chief Venzy has been in- 
vited to be present, together with other 
National officers, and they will be here; 
also General Alger and other notables. 


The silver anniversary, when it is hoped 


that ground will be broken for the No- 
tional Memoiinl Hall, will be a National 
event in G, A. II. history, and Decatur 
will be taxed to the limit tn entertain the 
thousands of visitors. Citizens will have 
to throw open their doors. 


WHAT DECATDB WILL DO. 


In order to get the Memorial Hall en- 


terprise in proper shape, a National 
Memorial Hall 
Association

formed, under the laws of Illinois, and 
steps will be taken at once to raise the 
money by contributions from the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army throughout the 
country.
